T he Prebident is apparently in 
no hurry to m ake rem ovals o r new appoinU 
menta, b u t there are very good reasons tor 
believing th at he m eans in general to select 
Southern m en of character and influence 
for the prom inent federal offices in the 
South, 
In doing th is he will have th e cor­ 
dial sup p o rt of the N orthern public, liecause 
a long and troublesom e experience u n d er 
the last ad m inistration m ade plain to every­ 
body the inexpediency of filling such places 
w ith strangers, m en who h ad no hold on 
the com m unities in w hich they held office 
and no influence, and who were b u t too apt 
to m isuse th eir positions for partisan p u r­ 
poses. 
There are in the-S outhern States a large 
n um ber o f N orthern m en who have rem oved 
there since the war, and who follow useful 
in d u stries a n d live com fortably an d as they 
please. 
T here is another class of N orthern 
men who w ent to the Sonlh as political ad­ 
venturers, a n d who have lived exclusively 
by politics. 
I t is this last class, a kin d of 
political ti-amps, who are properly know n as 
“ carpet-baggers.” 
T be character of the car­ 
pet-bagger is not undorstixid in the North, 
because we have no such class here. 
He is 
a person who has m igrated to a S outhern 
State, not to engage in business or any other 
usual occupation, b u t to control its politics. 
Ho has no o ther in terest in the State he in ­ 
fests than to hold office there, eith er federal 
or local. 
W hen he ceases to hold office by 
reason of bis p a rty ’s predom inance being 
overthrown* he is u sually ready to rem ove 
from the State to w hich ho has no ties, either 
social or of business. 
T h u s G overnor Ames 
no sooner ceased to rule M ississippi th an he 
rem oved to M innesota; Mr. (’ham borlnia, 
being no longer Governor in South Carolina, 
rem oves to New Y ork; and hundreds of other 
instances m ight be cited of the same kind. 
We have no “ carpet-baggers” in N orthern 
States, because th e circum stances favorable 
to th eir growth do not exist. 
T hey need, 
first, a num erous class of ignorant an d tim id 
voters, on whose fears and prejudices they 
can easily w o rk ; and, second, the coun­ 
tenance an d assistance of the federal gov­ 
ernm ent to overawe political opposition, to 
help them keep the ignorance and poverty 


quiet but firm, aud railroad bonds were strong 
aud higher. Money ou call was easy at liy u

negro vote, which saw in such federal offi­ 
cers, m arshals, collectors and th eir subordi­ 
nates, tbe direct representatives of “ G eneral 
G ran t,” whose orders they obeyed blindly, 
because tbe negro was constantly taught by 
tb e carpet-baggers th at “ G eneral G ront” 
alone stood betw een him and a return to 
slavery. 
If, therefore, th e S outhern p reju ­ 
dice against “ carpet-baggers” has seem ed to 
N orthern m en extrem e and unreasonable, all 
the circum stances wo have recited should be 
rem em bered as the causes for this feeling.

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We have received several com m unications 
protesting, w ith lively em pliasis, against 
any change in our navigation laws whioh 
w ould adm it foreign b u ilt sh ip s to th e pro­ 
tection of the A m erican flag. 
O ne w riter 
asserts th at we already possess m ore vessels 
than can find em ploym ent, and th at h u n ­ 
dreds lie idle at o u r docks. 
T h is is perfectly 
true, b a t it does n o t sustain the argum ent 
sought to be founded upon it, th at the pro­ 
posed change in th e navigation law s w ould 
m erely increase th is b u rd en of unem ployed 
property. 
The w riter overlooks an im por­ 
ta n t distinotion. 
O ur sh ipping consists of 
two classes—th at engaged in th e coasting 
ti-ade and th at em ployed in foreign com­ 
merce. 
F oreign ships are totally excluded^ 
from 
our coasting 
trade, 
w hereas 
the 
vessels of all o th er nations are perfectly ftree 
to carry freights betw een th is country and 
foreign ports. 
T he Am erican vessels w hich 
lie idle at the w harves belong p rincipally to 
tbe class enrolled for tbe coasting trade. 
T heir w ant of em ploym ent is due to the 
stagnation of o n r dom estic comm erce w hich 
has existed since th e panic o f 1873. 
The 
advocates of free trade in ships have never 
contem plated the adm ission of foreign b u ilt 
vessels to the coasting trade of tho U nited 
States. 
They are w illing th at Am erican 
shipbuilders sLould co n tin u e to enjoy tbe 
monopoly they have alw ays possessed of 
th is great branch of o o r comm erce, which, 
in prosperous tim es, gives em ploym ent to 
nearly os m uch iounoge os our whole foreign 
trade.

E gypt’s relation to the O ttom an E m pire, 
an d the in terest th a t the com m ercial nation'^ 
have in E g y p t’s exem ption from certain of 
th e possibilities of w ar, m ake h er position 
one of peculiar concern at the present tim e, 
both in the capitals whore the word E gypt 
moans the Suez Canal as well as in those 
w here it m ore strictly suggests defaulting 
paym ents on E gyptian bonds.

gard to both these aspects of E g y p t’s posi­ 
tion th e interview w ith the K hedive th at 
is reported 
in our cable despatches w ill 
be found in stru ctiv e and 
in

gree reassuring. 
H is H ighness, it will be j 
seen, declares to a H e r a l d correspondent j 
th at his obligation to the Hultan will be d is­ 
charged w ithout any infringem ent of th e 
rights of the holders of E gyptian securities. 
8o m uch th e b etter for the holders of his 
bonds, no do u b t; b u t ns th e K hedive has a 
division of his troops in th e S u ltan ’s arm y, 
and as his son is there com m anding them , 
he is, in fact, a party to th e war, and w ar is 
com m only n o t a m ere one-sided game.

A 
bloody cugagemeiit foUowed at close quarters, and 
at Its termination the Russlaos were obliged to 
retreat beaten, leaving upon the field 300 corpses 
aud a large uumljci of wounded. There was a 
sJlglit encounter, meantime, bctweeu the cavalry, 
without any special result. 


THE AGGKKSSrVK WARFARE OF TURKEY.
